S.R.O. 283, — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 3 of the Works of Defence Act, 1903 (7 of 1903), and 
in. supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 273, dated the 
8th November 1966, the Central Government hereby dec- 
lares that it is necessary to impose^ upon the use and 
enjoyment of the lands described in Schedule I and Sche- 
dule 11 hereto annexed, being lands in the vicinity of a 
work of defence, namely, the Central Ordnance Depot, 
Agra, District of Agra, State of Uttar Pradesh, m order 
that such Iasd may be kept free from buildings and other 
obstructions, the restrictions specified in clause (c) Of 
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lection 7 of the said Act to the extent specified below, name- 

) with reference to the land described in Schedule I, 
building or other constructions on the surface, and no 

avation, building or other construction below the surface, 
all be maintained or erected : 

. ,1'vidcd that with the writton approval of the Command- 
ing Officer in respect of the said work of defence ana on 
such conditions as he may prescribe, a building or other 
constr iction on the surface may be maintained and open 
railings and dry brush-wood fences may be exempted from 
this prohibition ; 

(b) with reference to the land described in Schedule II, 
no building or other construction on the surface, and no 
excavation, building or other construction below the surface, 
shall be erected : 

Provided that with the written approval of the Comman- 
ding Officer in respect of the said work of defence and on 
such conditions as he may prescribe, a building or other 
construction on the surface may be erected and open railings 
and dry brush-wood fences may be exempted from this 
prohibition. 


2. A sketch plan of the said lands as referred to in sub- 
section (2) of the said section 3 may be inspected in the 
Office of the District Magistrate, Agra.

All land comprised in the area lying within a distance 
of 18.2880 metres (20 yards) from the crest of the outer 
parapet of the work of defence) namely the Central Ord- 
nance Depot, Agra, in the State of Uttar Pradesh.

All land comprised in the area lying within a distance 
of 228.60 meters (250 yards) from the crest of the outer 
parapet of the work of defence, namely the Central 
Ordnance Depot, Agra, in the State of Uttar Pradesh, but 
excluding the area described in Schedule I.

S. R.O. 284 .— -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Librarian Grade IV in the Raksha Utpadan Vibhag (Nirikshan 
Mahanidcshalaya, Nau Sena Khand), Raksha Mantralaya, namely : — 

1. (1) Short title and commencement.—' These rules may be called the Raksha Utpadan Vibhag (Nirikshan Mahanideshalaya, Nau 
Sena Khand) Librarian Grade IV Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, Classification and Scale of pay. — The number of the said posts, classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule, annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.— The method of recruitment of the said posts, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification. — No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exemot any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Whore the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and for 
reasons to bo recorded in writing, relax any of the provision of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castas 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.
